Mr. Root’s name has been favora- 
bly considered in the selection of 
these managers in full recognition 
of the fact that the United States 
has not yet finally approved 
the peace treaty.

net. Through the American Society 
of International Law he has urged 
the project, and it is stated that in 
the negotiations in London accom- 
panying the ultimately futile at- 
tempt to organize an international 
court, former Secretary Root nearly 
succeeded in transforming that lib- 
erated tribunal! into a real court-for 
adjudication of all issues between 
nations that might threaten to in- 
volve them in war, 
Great Difficulty. 

The great aq@ifficutly in finding a 
satisfactory plan for such court al- 
ways has béen the adjustment of 
the claims of smaller nations to 
equal representation in membership 
with the great powers and it was 
Mr. Root who finally proposed what 
it is believed would be a solution 
of the problem, had the whole sub- 
ject not been abandoned. There- 
fore the persons who are making 
the plans for the meeting of the 
managers, which is to take place in 
the near future in London, have 
felt assured that they could count 
upon the active assistance of Mr. 
Root, even in the absence of final 
aetion by his government upon the 
peace treaty. 

The invitations are being extended 
through the London _ secretariat 
with the design to give life imme- 
diately upon the promulgation of 
the treaty to article fourteen which 
reads: 

“The council shall formulate and 
submit to the members of the lea- 
gue adoption plans for the estab- 
lishment of a permanent court of 
international justice. The court shall 
be competent a hear and determine 
any dispute of international char- 
cater which the parties thereto sub- 
mit to it. The court may also give 
an advisory opinion upon any dis- 
pute or question referred to it by 
the council or by the ‘essmbly.”

Wave of deaths from wood alcoho! 
poisoning which took a toll of a 
proximately 125 lives during the 
Christmas holidays would be re- 
peated 

Early today there was slight evi- 
dence that celebrators of the ar- 
rival of the new year had not prof- 
ited by knowledge gained of the ef- 
fects of drinking outlawed liquor. 
The more pessimistic officials point- 
ed out, howcver, that it probably 
would require a full day for the 
serious consequences generally to 
become apparent. 

Chicopee, Mass... and the Connecti- 
cut valley with fifty deaths, today 
still led all localities that suffered 
from the Christmas flood of fake 
whisky. In Chicago $2 deaths at- 
tributable to.-wood alcohol poison- 
ing had occurred since December 1, 
according to Peter M. Hoffman, 
Cook county coroner. 

Fully awakened to the dangers of 
consuming the poisonous beverage, 
city, state and federal officers from 
New York to San-Francisco today 
were directing their efforts toward 
eliminating sales of the liquid. Sev- 
eral: state’s attorneys announced 
their intention to ask for death pen- 
alties for vendors of the poison if 
murder indictments were obtained. 

In New York, San ‘Francisco, Chi- 
cago, Memphis, Tenn.; New Haven, 
Conn., and a number of other cities, 
alleged sellers of the poisonous 
liquor were under arrest. 

Whisky substitutes intended for 
New Year's celebrators at San Fran- 
cisco contained crude oil, embalm- 
ing fluid, oil of peppermint and oil 
of carmine; chemical analysis re- 
vealed. 

New Haven, Conn., January 1.— 
Thirty-five men were under arrest 
in Connecticut today as a result of 
the investigation of federal, state 
fatalities and illness caused * by 
drinking poison whisky. The death 
toll in the state was 17.

WAR-TORN AREAS - 
TO TOURIST ARMY 


(The Constituti tution—Leondon Times—Phi 
Public Ledger t, 1019.) 

Paris, January 1.—There is a dou- 
ble-barreled scheme afoot to open 
up the devastated regions and the 
battle area generally to the thou- 
sands of tourists expected to flock to 
France in 1920 from all parts of the 
world. M. Claveille, minister of public 
works, tabled the bill in the cham- 
ber yesterday to empower the na- 
tional touring office to borrow for a 
period of ten years 30,000,000 francs 
for the erection of camps, ‘hotels and 
restaurants, and the creation of a 
motor car service’ throughout the 
battle zone, 

Many an intending visitor from 
America does not yet appear to re- 
alize the utter desolation worked by 
the Huns. Even the people of Eng- 
land are frequently am when 
you tell them that such and such a 
village has not a stick or stane to 
mark its previous existence. The 
inhabitants who have returned to 
their homes exist in dugouts and 
temporary huts and even sheds 
propped on rickety walls which sur- 
vived the bombardment. 

The national touring office will 
farm out to companies or private 
individuals its camps, hotels, etc. It 
will be authorized to pay out of the 
receipts its working expenses and 
annuities on the loan. Of t he balance 
25 per cent will be allotted to dev- 
astated communes. Hotel and trans- 
port tariffs will be fixed by agree- 
ment with the minister of public 
works. 

The second scheme is by an Amer- 
ican syndicate, said to be com- 
posed of Chicago and Indianapolis 
men, with $10,000,000 at their back, 
for a chain of hotels in the Ameri- 
can and British battle zones, each 
hotel to have at least twé6-thirds 
of its available roms set aside for 
American and British tourists.

If I followed di- 
rections contrary to those of my 
government I would practice secret 
diplomacy, but when I keep silent 
on state affairs which I negotiate 
with the government to whigh I am 
accredited I simply accomplish an 
elementary duty without which the 
nations wolud constantly be at 
each other’s throats. Many un- 
pleasant and delicate affairs are ar- 
ranged, which if divulged would 
deeply disturb the tranquillity of 
the peoples.

Raids Carried Out Under 
Direction of State’s At- 
torney Hoyne, Who At- 
tacks Attorney General 
Palmer. 


Chicago, January 1.—Raids result- 
ing in the arrest of two hundred 
or more Industrial Workers of the 
World, communists and other rad- 
icals, were carried out today un- 
der the direction of State’s Attor- 
ney Maclay Hoyne, who tonight, in 
a statement, attacked Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer for .the failure of de- 
partment of justice agents to co- 
operate.

RESTS WITH THE JURY 


Manassas, Va., January 1.—The 
case of W. C. Hall, prohibition in- 
spector, on trial here charged with 
the murder of Lawrence D. Hudson, 
an alleged bootlegger, last March, 
was given to the jury tonight. 

The jury retired at 5:50 o’clock; to 
deliberte on its verdict and twenty- 
five minutes later was locked up for 
the night. 


Judge F. S. Tavener, chief coun- 
sel for the prosecution, rested the 
case by calling for conviction of 
Hall for murder in the second de- 
gree. In his final address to the 
juryo- Judge Tavener charged that 
Hall, with his deputies, Harry F. 
Sweet, W. C. Dunleavy and J. H. 
Sullivan, had killed Hudson, who 
had offered no resistance, in order 
mot to ieave any living witness tu 
the killing of Hudson's companion, 
tiaymond Shackleford. 

Attorney L. O. Wendenburg, for 
the defense, made a Sweeping de- 
nunciation of “whisky interests,” 
which he. dechared had financed the 
prosecution through employment of 
additional counsel and asked the 
jury to send Hall home to his fam- 
ily so that officers of the law of 
Virginia might know and see that 
Virginians who have made laws 
would back up the officers who en- 
forced them. He characterized 
Hudson and Shackleford as crim- 
inals and said Hall had acted only 
in self-defense. 

The jury was instructed that 
when an officer of the law believed 
his life was in danger and defended 
himself under a bona fide impres- 
sion of such, that he should not be 
held responsible, even of the killing 
of the resistant ,although an error 
of judgment as to what constituted 
danger to life had been made, pro- 
vided that any “judicious” indivi- 
dual would make such an error. The 
jury was further instructed that if 
the jury from the evidence was 
convinced that Hall had acted in 
self-defense he should be regarded 
as acting within his right, which is 
accorded every citizen. 

Short final remarks also were 
made to the’ jury by Common- 
wealth’s Attorney Thomas H. Lyon, 
of Prince William county; J. M.

.Government Not Likely 
to Purchase Cuban 
Sugar. 


Washington, January 1.—Presi- 
dent Wilson has signed the McNary 
bill continuing the United States 
sugar equalization board through 
1920. It was announced today at 
the white house that his signature 
had been attatched before midnight 
last night. 

Secretary Tumulty, tn making the 
announcement, issued this. state- 
ment: . 

“The president has signed the 
sugar control bill. The bill confers 
discretion on the president in the 
matter of purchasing sugar from 
Cuba. It is doubtful whether it will 
be practicable or wise for the presi- 
dent to exercise the power con- 
ferred, so far as the purchase and 


distribution of sugar are concerned.’ 

Some of the Cuban sugar has al- 
ready been purchased and there is 
no central control over sugar in 
Cuba as there was last year, and it 
might therefore be impossible for 
the government now to step in and 
purchase the sugar without increas- 
ing the price to the consumer. The 
bill, however, continues the licens- 
ing power also and this power may 
be used to assist in controlling the 
profiteering among distributors.

Plans for a community program 
for the negroes of Atlanta was in- 
dicated Thursday by Rev. Ru&gsell 8. 
Brown, in assuming the pastorate of 
the First Congregational church, va~+ 
cated by Rev. H. H. Proctor, who 


left last night for Brooklyn, where 
he will preside over one of the 
largest negro churches of that city. 

Dr. Brown comes to Atlanta from 
Memphis, after a service of more 
than a vear, during which time he 
did work of great value to his race. 
In surrendering his charge in the 
Tennessee city, Dr. Brown. left be- 
hind him as a monument to hit 
work in the interests of the colored 
people, a model community center, 
built by funds raised by members 
of his congregation, with the added 
assistance of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Memphis, and support from 
the white and colored business men 
of that city. 

Erects Commatnity House. 

His community house was the 
first of its. kind ever constructed 
for’ the benefit of the negro race, 
and the plans used in the campaign 
will-be incorporated in the welfare 
work Dr. Brown proposes to inau- 
gurate immediately in Atlanta. Dr. 
Brown’s plan was later used as a 
basis for raising $50,000 in Memphis 
to further the work of satisfying a 
orying. need for recreation for negro 
working men and women, and the 
entire sum was raised after a short 
drive. 

Moving pictures, an athletic field, 
swimming pool and_ recreation 
rooms are some of the advantages 
enjoyed by Memphis negroes, and 
Dr. Brown believes have been of 
much benefit to the colored resi- 
dents of that city. 

He comes to Atianta with the best 


of Mémphis. 

Will Study Community Needs. 

Dr. Brown stated his first local 
work would be confined to studying 
the community needs of his people, 
and this labor would begin at once. 
His plan for community welfare 
work was submitted to the chamber 


of commerce some weeks ago, and 
at fhat time received the approval 
of ‘#11 who heard the outlines of the 
ideas 

He preaches his first sermon at 
his new charge Sunday morning, 
and later at the evening service.

SCHOOL FOR ALL! 


State Superintendent of Schools 
M. L. Brittain estimates that if the 
new compulsory attendance law, 
effective January 1, 1920, is en- 
forced as it should be it will pour 
into the school rooms of Georgia 


|) between 50,000 and 100,000 children 


between the ages of 8 and 14 years 
who have never gone to school. 
That there is such a possibility 
is anything but to Georgia’s credit. 
That we have so many boys and 
girls, white or black, who have 
been deprived of the opportunities 
that go with even a rudimentary 
education is a blot on the good 
name of the state; and every Geor- 
ian who loves his state and who 
is concerned in its citizenship has 
every reason to feel proud of the 


) fact that this deplorable condition 


—~ 


of neglect is no longer to continue. 

This is presupposing, of course— 
as every law-respecting citizen has 
a right to do—that the new com- 
pulsory attendance law is to be 


| rigidly enforced, as it should be. 


“The new law provides that every 
child in Georgia between 8 and 14 
years of age must be compelled to 
attend school continuous for six 
months of each year and to com- 
plete the seventh grade of school 
work befere they may be relieved 
of obligatory ‘attendance. 

If the law, instead of specifying 
“compulsory” attendance, had sim- 
ply stated “given an opportunity to 
attend school,” the chances are 


' that. the result would have been 


almost, if not quite, as satisfac-| 
tory, for what most of the non-. 
attendance. sufferers of Georgia 
have longed for, and lacked in the | 


Georgia alone and the average 
amount of the government insur- 
ance which they carried was 
$8,746. If each man can be in- 
duced to continue his insurance 
under the government it would 
mean millions of dollars in estates 
‘for the citizens of Georgia. This 
would mean that when the ex- 
service men die their dependents 
would be safeguarded against 
want, and the amount of money 


would be tremendous. 

The money received by benefi- 
claries under the bureau of war 
risk insurance policies is non- 
taxable and non-assessable. 

It means a saving to the men 


i who take it out, for it has a cash 


value and can be borrowed on 
from time to time. The average 
age of the ex-service men is 26, 
and the fact that a man would be 
able to borrow several thousand 
dollars on his insurance twenty 
years from now would mean a 
great deal to him. And in many 
cases the men would be unable to 
secure insurance from a private 
company because of their hazard- 
ous occupations, and in any event 
it is certain that they could not 
secure such cheap rates. 

If at any time a man is disabled 
for any cause whatsoever to the 
extent that he is unable to work 
he receives $57.50 per month. for 
the rest of his life. Not one cent 
is made by the government; in 
fact,. it is necessary for congress 
to appropriate large sums each 
year to maintain this work.

If General Cronin were here now and responded to an invitation 


at 8 o’clock at the Piedmont Driving club, he 


ould not be the only 


one there except the help, for the club president is there to receive 


the guests. 


But he frequently goes into dinner with his party and is 


the only one in the room, for it is 9 o’clock and after before all the 
parties are assembled, though the cuisine has made arrangements to 
serve the entire assembly at 8 o’clock. 

All good housekeepers know the effects on a dinner which is 
cooked and then kept hot, or let get cold, before serving. True, the 
emergency is admirably met by the Driving club, but is it right to 
test the good nature and hospitality of the management, in this fashion? 

This is not the newspaper’s business nor the writer’s business, 
but what concerns the community and large groups in it is, after all, 
everybody’s business, and it is too bad for a contingent of careless 
people to disarrange an entire club force, for no good reason.

The evening meal of 
Atlanta people generally—even those who have debutante daughters 
and “Beau Brummel” sons—is served about seven o’clock, and judging 
by the good health of the average Atlanta family, that meal is not a 
long drawn out one, which accustoms them to sitting at table until a 


late hour.

children in the family, and the evening meal is not a pretentious one.

PRICE OF ICE RAISED 


Increase in Cost of Produc- 
tion Given as Reason. 


Declaring the cost of materials 
and business charges have increased 
to such an extent that the company 
is compelled to raise the price. of 
ice, the Atlantic Ice and Coal com- 
pany Thursday announced slight 
increases in prices that will be 
charged aftre this date. , 

The schedule affects, however, the 
large consumers, and does not in- 
crease the prices of ice to the small 
buyer who gets ice from the wag- 
ons of the company, except that 
coupon books,for less than 1,000 
pounds, formerly selling at 45 cents 
per hundred, will advance to 5® 
cents per hundred pounds. 

These increases have been made 
in order to permit the company to 
meet the increasing costs of mate- 
rials and continue to give the public 
the best service,” said W. B. Baker, 
president and general manager. 

“There is no increase in the price 
of ice to the small consumer or 
housewife who buys her daily sup- 
ply from the wagon, except where 
they formerly bought coupon books 
at the rate of 45 cents per hundred 
pounds, paying in advance for their 
supply, we have raised the rate on’ 
these books to 50 cents per hundred, 
which simply means that we are 
charging a straight rate of 50 cents 
per hundred pounds, the rate which 
has prevailed heretofore to this class 
of trade.” 

Platform Prices. 

J. C. Gentry, vice president and 
treasurer of the corporation, said 
that under the new prices con- 
sumers who formerly bought quan- 
tities of 1,000 pounds or over, hand- 
led on charge slips at the rate of 
30 to 35 cents per 100 pounds, will 
have to pay a rate of 40 cents per 
hundred. No charge slips will be ac- 
cepted for deliveries of less than 
1.000 pounds, and these must be giv- 
en at the time of each delivery, not 
more than-one delivery being al- 
lowed on each charge slip. 

Platform prices, or the prices 
charged when the consumer goes to 
the warehouse for the ice, will be % 
cent per pound for quantities under 
100 pounds; 45 cents per 100 pounds 
up to 1,000 pounds, and 35 cents per 
100 pounds for 1,000 pounds or Over, 
one delivery. The only increase in 
these platform prices is an increase 
of 5 cents over the old rate for 100

These 
have prevailed up to this time.

Senator Borah said American op- 
erations in Russia were in viola- 
tion of the constitution and against 
the wishes of the American people, 
but in furtherance of a secret agree- 
ment made in Versailles.

Sigantic “credit” in the United States 
for the rehabilitation of war-ray- 
aged Europes, and have been unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to do so. It will 
be recalled that in an interview with 
Lord Swaythling, the well-known 
London banker, he spoke of the ne- 
cessity of a grandiose Anglo-Amer- 
ican credit scheme in which United 
States finance was to bear the 
lion’s share. Lord Swaythling at the 
time of the interview was in Wash- 
ington and was in conference with 
Lord Grey. The banker said that, 
roughly, six and a half billion dollars 
was necessary to put Europe’s house 
in order. Of this sum he thought 
America might put up five billions 
and Britain the remaining sum. Lord 
Swaythling belteved this ought to 
be a government rather than a 
private banking transaction. 

Far from there appearing to be 
any basis for declaring that Lord 
Grey goes home with a “pledge” of 
American billions, there is every 
reason to believe that, if he sought 
a pledge, he failed to get it. When 
Lord Swaythling reached England 
in December, he announced in an 
interview that he had found Amer- 
ican political and financial opinion 
far too “insular” to justify hopes 
that the United States was ready 
to extend billion-dollar European 
credits. Between the lines of Lord 
Swaythling’s statement was plain- 
ly to be read that he had not ac- 
complished whatever mission 
brought him to these shores.

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The first market day in the new 
year should bring to us a keen real- 
ization that if we are to do our part 
in helping materially to reduce the 
costs of the bare necessities of life 
we must personally visit the mar- 
kets and be not ashamed to shop 
around in order_to secure the most 
for the money spent. 

Labor is demanding very high 
wages and is unwilling to exert it- 
self to earn this sum, so when we 
insist that the grocer, butcher, 
baker or candlestick make deliver 
a box of matches, a pound of stew- 
ing meat or a measure of potatoes, 
he must tae 4 the price labor de- 
mands and add this increased cost 
to the food you are buying. 

Are you less physically able than 
your mother and grandmother? 
Surely not. They thought. nothing 


of carrying tremendously big mar- 
ket baskets and bringing home. all 
their purchases, 

The carrying’ of one’s purchases 
tends to economy; it prevents need- 
less purchasing and it also com- 
pels the merchant to select the food 
while you are resent-—all this 
means that you will obtain a better 
ehoice in quality, 
and just what you desire. 

I have often visited the markets 
in the foreign quarters and watched 
the little Jewish, Itallan or Polish 
housewife select her purchases; 
watch her bargain and her i - 
desire to obtain the most for 
few pennies. lit is very seldom that 
the merchant is able to give her 
a measure. of vegetables, produce 
or fruits that contains one single 
vegetable that is partially decayed 
or scabby,)i soft sweet potatoes or 
other decayed produce. 

Yet how frequently have we been 
quietly prevailed upon and very 
much provoked when, upon opening 
the marketing, selected by tele- 
phone, note or order, to find that 
it was very disappointing.

Laboratory Course 
At Emory University 


A laboratory course in industrial 
chemistry will be inaugurated at 
Emory university on January 6, un- 
der the direction of Dr. A. M. Muck- 
ensuss. This course will be a unique 
feature of educational work. As far 
as is known, only one other educa- 
tional institution in the south {Is 


equipped with large apparatus of 
manufacturers’ type necessary in 
the teaching of this branch. 

Ordinarily the method employed 
in teaching a course in industrial 
chemistry is lectures and Visits to 
manufacturing plants. Very few 
universities in the country conduct 
laboratory courses, which are com- 
paratively new features of college 
work, 

The course has been arranged in 
the belief that it will stimulate 
southern manufacturing industry py 
encouraging research work. 
course will be open to those who 
have studied general and organic 
chemistry, and will continue for 
three months, meeting twice a week.

Evidently the major league club 
owners have no idea of putting 
through the reforms they have so 
long promised as individuals and re- 
fused to make good as leagues. One 
can get a majority of the owners to 


promise almost any sort of a reform 
and agree that it should be enacted, 
but when they get together there is 
nothing doing. 

The big reform that is sorely need- 
ed is a rule which will curb the con- 
stantly growing ctistom of trading 
and selling players during the play- 
ing season. Charlie Ebbets was 
strong for it because he believes that 
the New York clyb annually creates 
disruption in Brooklyn ranks by 
hinting that they would like to get 
such-and-such Brooklyn players. 

This is true to a large extent in 
other clubs, but the owners do not 
appear to realize it. The National 
league did pass a law forbidding 
tampering with players under con- 
tract, but the same old game goes 
merrily on. They seem to be obey- 
ing the letter and flagrantly violat- 
ing the spirit of the rule. 

We read that some one wants to 
buy Babe Ruth for $125,000, that the 
New York Giants were willing to 
pay $75,000 for Roger Hornsby and 
that a fortune waits the Washington 
club if it will sell Walter Johnson, 

They do not call this tampering, 
but it is more disastrous to the clubs 
owning the players than it would be 
if some other owner persuaded a 
player to hold out on his club and 
offered him a larger salary. Even 
that, in modified form, has been 
done. 

Probably the quickets and easiest 
way to ruin a good young ball play- 
er is for some club to declare itself 
willing to pay a large sum for his 
services. Take Ruth, for instance. 
His salary is around $15,000 and he 
announces he is going to demand 
$20,000 for next season, in spite of 
his exisiting contract..On the face 
of things that sounds bad. Contract 
breakers are not in demand any- 
where, in any business, and, besides 
that, Ruth appears to have accumu- 
lated a personal. manager, a Ia prize 
fighters. If Ruth listens long to the 
sort of advice he evidently has been 
getting he will make home runs out 
in the bushes. 

On earning capacity on which he 
will draw at the gate over the nor- 
mal attendance, Ruth might be 
worth an investment of $30,000, in- 
cluding his salary, for a one-year 
eontract, to an owner willing to risk 
having him disabled or out of con- 
dition. He is a big drawing card 
just now, not an exceptionally good 
ball player, hardly up to average 
save that he hits a ball a powerful 
wallop.

IN NORTHERN FRANCE 


Lille, January 1.—Production has 
been resumed in about one-half the 
factories of northern France, where 
the outbreak of the war paralyzed 
industry and where battles raged 
for four ‘years. Of this number, 
however, about 13 per cent have 
been at work only a month. Fig-
